to* Move to the Suburbs. 


T?. A. Bee, Chinese Vice Consul, says 


•that the Chinese are preparing to emi- 
grate from Chinatown to the suburbs to 
a considerable extent. They are in ne- 
gotiation for the property known as 
•University Mound, about five miles 
from the City Hall, and for other subur- 
ban property. _ Colonel Bee .explains 
this movement as follows: Host of the 
property holders in Chinatown were 
non-residents who would do nothing in 
the way of improvement for their ten- 
ants. The majority of leases are drawn 
at twenty years, and some of these are 
now about to expire. Another point 
is that the Chinese are paying the same 
Tents as they paid twenty years ago, 
whea they were much higher, ami by 
moving the factories and industries 
wbiA they have created themselves be- 
yond the city limits they will be inde- 
pendent of gas and water bills and con- 
siderable taxation. Those who work for 
•white men's factories must of course re- 
main close to their work on Sacramsnto, 
Clay and other streets. But counting 
10,000 Chinese who have left here since 
August, together with those who may 
move ont beyond the city limits, there 
is no doubt Chinatown will be less 
-crowded than formerly.

THE BlO COLORADO. 


The Pioohe Kooord has the following 


notes 'about the good to be accomplished 
by improving the Colorado river: 


Great credit is due Assemblyman 


Eugene Howell in his efforts to draw 
the attention of our Senators and Con- 
gressman to the vast mining and farm- 
ing territory that will be opened up by 
the improvement of the Colorado 'river. 
The improvement of the Colorado river 
will be of incalculable benefit to Ari- 
zona'and California, far more so than 
Nevada, yet it will be of great benefit to 
our own State. The thousands of acres 
of goofl agricultural land that now lie 
idle in the southern part of our State 
would all be taken up and cultivated by 
industrious ami frugal settlers, and the 
desert waste of to-day would be covered 
with farms where grain fields and 
orchards of semi-tropio fruit, with broad 
fields of cotton—that was ^demonstrated 
during the past four years, grows more 
prolific in the valleys along the Rio 
Virgin, Muddy and other streams run- 
ning through that country—would d«c- 
orate the vacant laud, and instead ol 
the cotton being sent to the mills in 
Utah to be manufactured into goods, it 
would be raised in such quantities that 
a cotton mill would be erected right 
amidst the fields, where an abundance 
of water power oan be obtained. 
Thnn 


again most of our low grade minas, and 
we have very extensive ones in the 
vicinity of the Colorado, that are now 
compelled to lib idle owing to the great 
expense of obtaining supplies, would be 
able to obtain their supplies for One- 
fourth of what it would cost at the pres- 
ent tim*, thus enabling the owners of 
these mines to work them. A shipping 
and business town would grow up on 
the west side of the river and the 'min- 
ing camps of Besting Springs, Ivaupah, 
the borax camps, and other places along 
the Sierra Nevadas, just over the line 
ia California, owing to the cheapness, 
vould all obtain their supplies by way 
of the Colorado, and do away with the 
long aud expensive route of teaming 
their goods from the interior of Califor- 
nia. The numerous mining camps of 
Northweit Arizona, now lay dormant, 
owing to being unable to procure sup- 
plies, would then don prosperity and 
the mines be actively worked, and 
these camps would ba the market for 
the produce of the Nevada ranchers. 
As the Nevadu Congressman said, "the 
Colorado was too far to one end of the 
State to be of much service to the 
other." 
This is true, but it is not ex- 


pected that the improvement of the 
Colorado river will'directly be of any 
more benefit to Boop county than the 
sinking of an artesian well in said 
county would be of benefit to Lincoln, 
yet the sinking of the artesian well 
would be of grent benefit to Koop, ark 
ihe improvement of the Colorado t 
Lincoln. The opening up of the navi 
gation of the Colorado will bo of rnuoi 
benefit, indirectly, to the State at large 
for that part of the State would becom 
settled, the land, which is now worth 
less, as though touched with the mugi 
wand of tne fairy, would at once b 
converted into thrifty farms and planta 
tions producing large crops from whic 
the State would derive a handsome rsv 
enue by means of taxes, As the im 
provement of this river would be o 
much greater importance to the Golden 
State than to Nevada, the Bepreseuta 
tives ot California should also take thi 
matter in hand and explain to the Gov 
eminent the necessity of making th 
Colorado navigable the year round.

J. B. Dodge, Statistician of the Agri 


cultural Depaitment at Washington, 
gentleman who in paid a handsome sal 
Bry for compiling the statistics of agri 
oulttrral pr*odncts, and whose reports 
»r» official and should be correct, o; 
nearly so, does Nevada an injustice. In 
his report of the harvest of 1882 Mr 
Dodge credits Nevada with having pro 
dnoed only 49,000 bushels of wheat 
The report of the Sn.nre.vor General o: 
Nevada, which is compiled from County 
Assessors' reports, shows that in 1882 
Nevada produced 307,986 bushels of 
wheat. Of this quantity Elko is cred- 
ited with 138,418 bushels, Eureka with 
10,000 bushels, Hnmboldt with 112,600 
bushels, Lander with 1,000 bushels, 
L incoln with 2,027 bushels, Lyon with 
4,454 bushels, Nye with 2,625 bushels, 
Wa shoe with 33,660 bushels and White 
Pine with 2,802 bushels. Churchill, 
Douglas, Esmeralda and Ormsby, each 
and all of which produced more or less 
wheat last year, are not 
reported. 


This shows, says the Sliver State (Win- 
nemucca), 258,586 bushels more than is 
ciedited to the State by the statistician 
of the department, whose leports, if as 
much in error proportionately regarding 
the products of other States are worse 
thun worthless. As a matter of fact, 
there -ire three flouring mills ID this 
county—Kemler's in Winnemucca, the 
Silver State ou Marten Creek aud the 
Farmers' on the Little Humboldt. We 
are unable to state th,e quantity of flour 
made by the two last named m 1882, 
but the books of the Winnerauoca mill 
show that \t manufactured 247,500 
pounds of flour last Fall, and it will 
make another run and grind about a 
million pounds of wheat this Spring. 
Hundreds of tons of wheat have been 
shipped from Lovelock to Port Costa, 
Cal., and the Elko flouring mill, James 
Davis proprietor, is running steadily 
now and turning out 25 barrels of flour 
daily. Theie are other mills in the 
State, but we are unable to give their 
product in flour in 1882.
